To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Boliington 
Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you,  for  your  consideration,  my 
Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Administration  of  the 
Distiict  for  the  past  year. 

The  Urban  District  of  Boliington,  as  you  know,  comprises  some 
1219  acres,  and  is  situate  in  a valley,  and  on  its  adjacent  hill  sides 
is  the  westerly  edge  of  the  East  Cheshire  range  of  hills. 

It  is  distant  about  3J  miles  in  a North  Easterly  direction  from 
the  Borough  of  Macclesfield,  It  is  also  some  11  miles  from  the  town 
of  Stockport  and  17  miles  from  the  City  of  Manchester. 

The  valley  forms  a natural  cul-de-sac  a little  off  the  Manchester 
to  Macclesfield  main  road. 

The  district  is  a bracing  and  healthy  one,  and  has  excellent  sites 
for  residential  property  on  its  hill  sides. 

The  character  of  the  soil  and  sub-soil  varies  greatly.  Speaking 
generally  it  is  sandstone  with  some  coal  measures. 

The  staple  industry  of  the  place  is  the  Cotton  trade.  The  village 
has  three  mills  engaged  in  Tine  Cotton  Spinning,  and  one  in  Calico 
Printing,  while  just  outside  the  boundai ies  there  is  a large  Calico 
Bleaching  and  Finishing  Works.  A paper  Staining  Firm,  also  Rope 
and  Twine  Firm,  Wireless  Bulb  Manufactory,  and  Paint  Manufactory 
Firm  have  works  in  the  Village.  In  1925  there  were  also  opened 
another  Wireless  Bulb  Factory  and  Silk  Fabric  Manufactory.  All 
these  Works  find  indoor  employment  for  a large  number  of  the 
inhabitants. 

Outdoor  employment  is  to  be  had  in  the  Stone  Quarries  which 
abound  in  the  neighbourhood,  and  also  at  the  Fire  Clay  Works  and 
Coal  Pits  situate  in  Pott  Shrigley,  a little  over  two  miles  away, 

These  different  occupations  which  are  followed  by  the  inhabi- 
tants would  appear  to  be  of  a healthy  character.  Mill  life  in  a 
country  district  like  this  is  devoid  of  a great  many  of  the  more 
harmful  influences  associated  with  the  same  life  in  the  larger  cities 
and  towns. 

The  amounts  of  Poor  Law  Relief  distributed  in  the  district  for 
the  last  five  years  were,  1921- £733,  1922-^2554  8 5,  1923  — 
£776  13  0,  1924—^644  8 0,  1925— £566  0 3. 
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Hospital  and  Gratuitous  Medical  Relief  are  well  provided  for  at 
the  General  Infirmary,  Macclesfield,  and  advantage  of  this  is  taken 
chiefly.by  cases  requiring  operations  and  other  institutional  treatment. 

I should  like  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  very  great  kind- 
ness of  the  Committee  and  Medical  and  Nursing  Staff  of  the  Insti- 
tution, and  of  their  readiness  to  admit  the  cases  sent  to  them  from 
this  district. 

I now  pass  on  to  Statistical  work  in  the  order  that  the  Ministry 
of  Health  desire.

5.— SUMMARY  OF  NURSING  ARRANGEMENTS, 
HOSPITALS  & OTHER  INSTITUTIONS  FOR  THE  DISTRICT. 

Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home  — There  is  one  District  Nurse> 
and  funds  are  provided  by  the  Bollington  District  Nursing  Association* 

During  1924  the  Fine  Cotton  Spinners’  Association,  who  own 
three  cotton  mills  in  Bollington,  have  insituted  a Welfare  Depart- 
ment for  each  mill.  'This  work  is  in  very  capable  hands,  and  much 
benefit  has  been  derived  by  the  mill  operatives. 

Midwives. — There  were  two  practising  in  the  district  under 
supervision  from  Chester.  From  September  there  has  been  only  one. 

Clinics. — There  is  a Child  Welfare  Centre  for  consulation  and 
treatment.  This  is  held  in  the  Bollington  Sunday  School  once  a 
fortnight,  where  a large  number  of  children  are  seen  each  time,  and 
there  is  a Nurse  under  County  Authorities  who  attends  and  also 
visits  daily  in  the  Area. 

Hospitals  — There  is  no  Hospital  in  the  district  We  are 
completely  dependent  on  the  courtesy  and  kindness  of  the  Governors, 
Medical  Staff  and  Matron  of  the  Macclesfield  Infirmary,  for  treatment 
of  all  Surgical  and  Medical  Cases.

Two  beds  in  the  Smallpox  Hospital  and  four  beds  in  the  Isola- 
than  Hospital  are  reserved  by  the  Borough  of  Macclesfield  for  the  use 
of  patients  from  the  Uiban  District  of  Bollington. 
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Ambulance  Facilities. — We  are  fortunate  in  having  a well- 
equipped  Division  of  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade.  The 
Superintendent  and  Members  of  which  are  ever  willing  to  render 
every  possible  help  to  the  Medical  Practitioners. 

6.— LABORATORY  WORK. 

Pathological  and  Bacteriological  Examinations. — Arrange- 
ments are  made  with  the  Pl,Hip  ^^h  Jj^artmpni  Chester,  and 
with  Evans,  Sons,  Lescher,  Webb  and  Co.,  Limited,  Rtfricorn. 

Reference  has" already  15een  made  with  regard  to  the  work  sent 
to  Chester. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  a supply  of  Anti-Diphtheretic 
Serum,  but  owing  to  the  number  of  children  in  most  of  the  houses, 
it  is  not  safe  to  wait  two  days  for  the  result  of  the  test,  and  so  risk 
infecting  the  whole  household. 

7.— SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. — The  Sewers  in  the  District  continue 
to  work  satisfactorily.  The  Scheme  prepared  by  Messrs.  Brady  and 
Partington,  Civil  Engineers,  Chapel-en-le-Fi  ith,  whereby  the  whole 
of  the  Works  were  re-modelled  and  enlarged,  was  carried  out,  and  the 
re-modelled  Sewage  Works  were  opened  on  November  14th,  1925. 
The  system  now  consists  of  sedimentation  tanks,  storm  water  tanks, 
percolating  filters  with  revolving  distributors  and  humus  tanks, 
There  has  also  been  provided  a new  automatic  pumping  plant  to 
deal  with  the  low  level  sewerage.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  stan- 
dard required  by  the  Mersey  and  Irwell  Commissioners  will  now 
be  reached.

New,  1925. — Seven  New  Houses  have  each  been  supplied  with 
a Water  Closet. 
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The  work  of  conversion  from  Privy  Closets  to  Water  Closets  is 
still  slow,  and  now  that  there  is  an  abundant  water  supply  and  the 
Sewage  Works  have  been  enlarged,  I must  beg  you  again  to  very 
seriously  consider  this  most  important  question,  and  proceed  with- 
out further  delay  to  complete  the  whole  of  the  conversions  to  Water 
Closets  where  the  water  supply  and  sewers  are  available. 

By  doing  this  you  would  do  away  with  the  very  unpleasant 
scenes  and  still  more  unpleasant  odoms  that  one  meets  so  frequently 
during  the  day  when  the  “ night-soil  ” is  being  cleared. 

House  Refuse. — Again  I wish  to  say  this  should  be  carried  out 
more  frequently,  and  would  suggest  a weekly  collection  from  every 
house,  more  especially  in  the  Summer  months. 

Slaughterhouses. — There  are  four  Slaughterhouses  in  the 
district  licensed  by  the  Council,  they  are  all  in  good  condition. 

On  April  1st,  1925,  the  New  Meat  Regulations  Act  came  into 
force.  The  work  of  inspection  has  been  carried  out  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  Nuisance  Inspector.  From  April  1st  to  Dec. 
31st,  1925,  710  notifications  for  slaughter  were  received,  551  or  77  6 
per  cent,  of  these  were  inspected,  and  by  these  inspections  and  the 
extra  powers  given  to  Sanitary  Authorities  under  this  Act  approxi- 
mately 3,430  lbs  of  meat  were  condemned  as  unfit  for  human 
consumption.  Compare  this  with  last  year’s  report  when  notifica- 
tions were  not  compulsory  “ Portions  of  4 carcases  of  meat  have  been 
condemned  and  destroyed  as  being  Tuberculous  ’’ 

Dairies  and  Milk  Supply. — These  have  all  been  examined  and 
most  are  satisfactory. 

Rivers  and  Streams. — The  condition  of  these  remain  much  the 
same  as  last  year.  Such  matter  as  waste  from  houses  and  trade 
effluent  undoubtedly  do  still  find  their  way  into  the  River  Dean. 
There  has  not,  however  been  any  great  complaint  as  to  foul  smell 
arising  from  it  during  any  period  of  the  year. 

There  are  no  obnoxious  trades  carried  on  in  the  district. 

Schools. — There  are  five  Elementary  Schools  in  the  district. 

Notifications  of  cases  of  infection  amongst  the  Scholars  are  sent 
by  the  principal  teachers  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  who  visits 
the  schools  and  the  homes  of  the  children,  and  takes  what  action  he 
considers  advisable. 

Water  Supply. — The  Water  Supply  is  obtained  from  three 
Works— Lovverhouse,  Danebent  and  Millbrook,  in  the  neighbouring 
township  of  Rainow,  some  two  or  three  miles  away.  The  supply  is 
constant. 

1.  Powerhouse. — The  water  is  obtained  from  these  works 
from  three  Boreholes  and  adits  driven  in  the  Millstone  Grit. 
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During  the  year  1925  this  has  not  given  good  results  on  analysis 
and  with  the  other  Supplies  being  satisfactory  both  in  quantity7  and 
quality  it  seems  to  me  that  it  would  be  better  either  to  cut  out  the 
adit  water  altogether  or  provide  means  whereby  this  water  could  be 
clarified  before  passing  to  the  chlorine  plant. 

2.  Dane  Bent. — The  water  at  these  works  is  obtained  from  a 
boring  427  feet  deep  in  the  Millstone  Grit.  When  the  supply  from 
Lowerhouse  fails  during  the  periods  of  drought  the  water  is  raised 
from  the  borehole  of  these  works  (Danebent)  by  air  lift  and  pumped 
into  the  distribution  Main  by  a force  pump. 

3.  The  new  works  at  Millbrook  in  the  township  of  Rainow 
were  opened  in  July,  1923. 

They  consist  of  a borehole  put  down  in  the  first  Millstone  Grit, 
18  inches  in  diameter  and  262  feet  deep. 

This  borehole  is  protected  from  the  infiltration  of  surface  water 
down  to  a depth  of  105  feet  of  a steel  lining. 

The  water  is  raised  from  the  borehole  and  delivered  into  tlie 
high  level  reservoir  by  a pumping  plant  consisting  of : — 

One  42,  B.  H.  P.  Oil  Engine,  one  Air  Compressor  and  a Duplex 
Double  Acting  Pump.  This  plant  is  capable  of  iaising  and 
delivering  10.000  gallons  per  hour. 

During  the  )ear  1925  bacteriological  examinations  of  water 
showed  signs  of  slight  organic  infiltrations  into  the  borehole.  The 
Council,  on  my  recommendation,  at  once  put  down  a Chlorination 
Plant  to  neutralise  any  danger  that  might  possibly  arise.

9 —HOUSING. 

The  General  Housing  conditions  on  the  whole  are  fair. 

New  Houses  were  built  as  follows  : — 1921,  23  ; 1922,  66,  as 
part  of  a Housing  Scheme  ; 1923,  4;  1924,  3;  1925,  7. 

There  is  still  a considerable  shortage  of  houses  suitable  for  the 
working  classes.  It  does  not  yet  seem  possible  to  build  houses,  as 
required,  that  can  be  let  at  a reasonable  and  economic  rent.
